IN TIE FOR THE LEAD

Playing with zealous determination 
in an endeavor to sever the deadlock in 
the league the Narberth nine met and 
buried the Brookline Club in an ava- 
lanche of runs on Saturday, the final 
score being 22-4. The win, however, 
did not break the tie since Berwyn 
also conquered Ardmore. 

Again the prolific arm of Nick 
Lyons, erstwhile Lower Merion burlcr, 
laid desolation over the home field of 
battle, giving Narberth a record in 
high scoring for the present season 
and failing by one point to emulate the 
brilliant feat of Walt Masters last year, 
when he held the Oakmont nine to 
two nicks as his teammates submerged 
them under twenty-three runs. 

Scoring in braces in every inning 
save the sixth, the Davismen basto- 
naded the pill to all angles of the lot 
and when the mist of battle had risen 
the fans found the scoreboard aus- 
piciously bedecked in football scor- 
ings. 

Robert (Bob) Martin, the best first- 
baseman that Narberth has ever had, 
played his usual crafty role of combin- 
ing ingenuity at first with sprightly 
footwork over the socks to aid mate- 
rially in checking the advancement of 
the rival nine in crucial moments. 
Burns started a bombardment in the 
second that ended up a gala day with 
the hickory as he blasted a circuit 
blow across the road, accounting for 
two runs. V. Fleck kept up the good 
work with the bat as he clubbed a 
pair of triples and doubles for a high 
average of .750. Gilfillan also came 
through in flashing style with three 
two-ply shots and a single out of five 
.chances. In addition to that, each 
man accounted for at least one hit 
and one run, no errors marring the 
brilliant contest. 

Both teams counted once in the 
opener, but the Davismen started the 
fireworks in the subsequent canto, 
when they gathered nine points, send- 
ing two rival moundsmen to the show- 
ers in that inning. Humphreys walked 
in the second and Burns uncorked a 
patented circuit blow to centre. Lyons 
doubled and Heckle strolled. Harris 
sacrificed and Fleck ambled, jamming 
the pathways. Exit Coleman, enter 
Lockhart. He was somewhat unsteady 
at the start, but vacillated considerably 
as the session got under way, striking 
out both Curwin and Martin, and when 
he threw wild to Humphreys allowing 
Gilfillan to tally, he was withdrawn in 
favor of McCauley. Humphreys met 
the third pitcher with a clean single 
and Continued on to the Keystone sack 
when the second baseman threw wild 
to first, Curwin and the winged-foot 
Martin counting. Burns reached first 
on Sullivan's blunder, the veteran 
skipping to third. Lyons singled, 
whereupon Mickey barely avoided a 
double killing, Humphreys crossing. 
Heckle and Harris sent out skyscrap- 
ers to second and centre, respectively. 
Nine runs, five hits, one error. 

Brookline flashed in the third frame, 
gathering three runs which came from 
three passes. After that session they

Errors Turn the 

Tide. 



The following communication, bearing 
the signatures of several Narberth resi- 
dents, calls attention forcibly to alleged 
evils and injustices oj the county tax 
laws whereby properties may be sold 
from under the feet of the legitimate 
owner for delinquent county taxes with- 
out any notice being given or any at- 
tempt made to collect the taxes. Since 
the subject is one of general public con- 
cern, the editor feels that it is entitled 
to a position on the front page. 

June 24, 1929. 
To the Editor of "Our Town": 
VALUABLE NARBERTH 

PROPERTIES SOLD AT 

RIDICULOUS PRICES 
$12,500 property sold for $18.00. 
$15,000 property sold for $24.00 
Where — Norristown, Pennsylvania. 
When— June 9, 1924. 
For what — Delinquent County 
Taxes. Bills were never presented nor 
was there any attempt made to collect 
the taxes. 

Purchaser — An Italian realtor who 
makes a business of tax purchases. 

Result — Tax purchaser demanding 
one-third to one-half of the present 
value of the properties from legitimate 
owners. 

The above facts will come as a se- 
vere shock to the conscience of the 
people of Narberth and of Montgom- 
ery County. Yet this very thing has 
happened to many conscientious citi- 
zens of the borough and hundreds 
throughout the county. Without the 
owners' knowledge valuable properties 
have been sold at Public Sale by the 
County Treasurer for delinquent taxes, 
giving the property owner no chance 
to gay the tax. This autocratic pro- 
cedure on the part of the county gov- 
ernment in enforcing literally an 
archaic and an unreasonable law is 
nothing short of confiscation. 

Until 1924 it was necessary each 
year to apply at Norristown for a 
county tax bill, since the county did 
not and was not required to present a 
bill. Such a regulation was most un- 
fair, especially to new property own- 
ers, who unless by mere chance, knew 
nothing of this queer law and accepted 
payment of the school and borough 
taxes to the local agent as fully dis- 
charging all property tax obligations. 
Far worse than this, however, is the 
law requiring the county treasurer to 



Against the Law 

Borough authorities at this 
time of year are besieged with 
inquiries asking whether or not 
there is a local law against fire- 
works. 

Under an ordinance passed 
January 8, 1923, the sale of fire- 
crackers, rockets, torpedoes, ro- 
nian candles, inflammable bal- 
loons, blank cartridges, etc., is 
forbidden in the borough.

The Ardmore National Bank has 
surrendered its national charter, and 
beginning July 1 will assume the name 
of the Ardmore Title & Trust Com- 
pany, operating under supervision of 
the State banking department. This 
action follows a vote of the stockhold- 
ers at a meeting on June 7. 

The change in the character of the 
institution will give Ardmore its third 
title and trust company, at the same 
time leaving no national bank in the 
community. Together with the Bryn 
Mawr Trust Company, Lower Merion 
and Narberth now are served by four 
State banks with two branches and 
three national banks. 

There will be no change in the policy 
of the bank, according to its officers, 
save in an expansion of service made 
possible by the broader provisions of 
the new charter. 

"We plan no change in personnel," 
said John W. Phillips, president of the 
bank. "A title department will be 
added, and the work of the trust de- 
partment expanded. The banking de- 
partment, with its auxiliary services, 
will not be curtailed in any way." 

The Ardmore National Bank was or- 
ganized in 1911. In 1925 a rebuilding 
program resulted in the present mod- 
ern building on Lancaster Avenue, fac- 
ing Anderson Avenue. The bank now 
has total resources in excess of $3,- 
500,000, with deposits of more than 
$2,500,000.

Through the mountains of West Vir- 
ginia and the "Blue Grass" lands of 
Kentucky are a network of excellent 
highways that furnish an attractive 
vacation trip for motorists at any sea- 
son, but such a journey is exception- 
ally pleasant in early summer. The 
Keystone Automobile Club had 
mapped a tour through this section 
with its objective at Mammoth Cave, 
Ky.. one of the world's greatest sub- 
terranean wonders. 

"The return can be made over the 
same route, or the travelers may take 
advantage of the wonderful highways 
traversing the fertile farm land coun- 
try of Indiana and Ohio back into 
Pennsylvania and homeward," says Jo- 
seph Murphy, supervisor of the Ard- 
more branch of the club. "In either 
instance the tourists will be assured 
of passing through sections filled with 
scenic grandeurs and the exploration 
of the famous cave will remain as one 
of their most treasured memories of 
travel." 

Mammoth Cave owed its discovery 
in 1809 to a Kentucky mountaineer 
chasing a wounded bear that sought 
refuge in this underground fortress. 
Later exploration resulted, when salt- 
peter was sought here to manufacture 
gunpowder to be used in the War of 
1812. The men who mined the cave's 
soil rich in nitre gave to the outside 
world the first reliable information of 
the vast extent of the famous cavern. 
Through the subterranean world 
runs Echo River, 360 feet below the 
surface, and a ride along this stream 
for more than half a mile in flat boats 
is a unique experience. As its name 
implies, the river is one vast reso- 
nator, its branching avenues and lime- 
stone roof serving as a reflector of 
every sound intenseified many times. 
In other sections stalactites and stalag- 
mites take the form of fluted columns 
of festoons and draperies. One for- 
mation resembles a starlit sky; another 
j has walls and ceilings everywhere 
decorated with mimic leaves and now- 
i ers. Other attractions are a bottom- 
less pit. a Bridge of Sighs, scores of 
stones sculptored by nature in forms 
of cataracts and many other interest- 
I ing exhibits. 

; The tour leads from here west over 
the Lincoln Highway, through Down- 
i ingtown, Coatesville and Lancaster to 
! Columbia, where the Susquehanna 
: River is crossed to Wrightsville. Con- 
tinuing through York and Gettysburg 
the travelers reach Chainbersburg. 

From Chamberbsurg National Route 
11 is followed south to Hagerstown, 
where a right turn leads into National 
Route 40, through Cumberland and 
Keyser to I'niontown. From here 
National Route 119 is used south to 
Point Marion and across the West 
Virginia boundary. The journey con- 
tinues into attractive mountain coun- 
try of the lower Alleghenies, through 
Morgantown to Clarksburg, where 
Nation Route 50 is met. This road is 
followed to Parker.sburg, where it in- 
tersects with National Route 21, lead- 
ing to Charleston. 

Leaving the West Virginia State 
capital over National Route 60 the 
trail passes through Huntingdon and 
across the Big Sandy River into Ash- 
land. Ky., through scenic grandeurs of 
the "Blue Grass" regions. Olive Hill 
and Mount Sterling are passed into 
Lexington, the centre of the horse- 
breeding district of the South. A few 



milest westward, Frankfort, the Ken- 
tucky capital, is reached. Through 
Shelbyville to Louisville the tour leads 
to National Route 31 and directly 
south to the cavern country. 

At Elizabethtovvn a side trip can be 
taken to Hodgenville, the birthplace 
of Abraham Lincoln. Returning to 
Route 31 the trail leads to Cave City 
and Mammoth Cave. To return home 
through Indiana and Ohio, Xational 
Route 31 is followed back through 
Louisville, across the Ohio River to 
New Albany and north to Indianapo- 
lis. Here National Route 40 runs east 
through Dayton, Springfield, Colum- 
bus, Zanesville, Wheeling and Wash- 
ington into Greensburg, Pa. From this 
point National Route 30 carries the 
travelers back into Chainbersburg, 
where the tour can be finished over 
the same route on which it started.

UNCLE CY'S COLUMN 



This is the sixth and last of a 
series of articles inspired entirely 
by the contributor's own views 
and ideas. 



Prohibition 

We have examined al! angles of the 
background and realization of national 
prohibition and have seen how it has 
worked out thus far. We have seen 
advantages, which might have occurred 
without prohibition, and we have seen 
abuses and tragedies directly caused 
by it. 

Having found some evil as a result, 
shall we repeal the law and enter a 
period of self-indulgence heightened 
and made more debauched by the long 
period of dryness? I believe that such 
a measure would bring infinite harm 
to citizens of our country and would 
never vote for such a measure. 

Shall we have a modified law? My 
own inclination is to say "yes." The 
saloon was an evil and should never 
be reinstated. Drunkenness is ugly, 
wasteful and hard on "innocent by- 
standers" and reduces human effi- 
ciency. It should be discouraged. 
Prohibition has not stopped it. Our 
present law happened too suddenly to 
be enforceable and was too stringent. 
While drinking is now illegal, it is not 
immoral, and since it is obvious that 
it will continue it should be supervised 
aiid controlled. This cannot be ac- 
complished by a government playing 
hide-and-seek with its customs men 
and bootleggers. The bootlegger is a 
menace and should go. If prohibition 
is modified to meet public approval, 
he can no longer flourish. Naturally 
be wants prohibition to stay. 

What should I advocate? The per- 
mission of each section to determine 
for itself whether it will be damp or 
dry. There is no reason why dry 
Kansas, Nebraska, Utah, Ohio and 
many other States should have alco- 
holic beverages if they do not want 
them. I further believe that there is 
no reason why New York, Boston, 
Providence, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Washington, Richmond, Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, Detroit, San Francisco and 
countless other cities should not have 
these beverages in a mild form if the 
main body of the populace desires 
them. 

Therefore, I should have the Gov- 
ernment conduct the manufacture and 
sale of wines and beers where they are 
desired, taxing their use heavily, and 
further make it a misdemeanor to 
drink in public except with meals. It 
would be a serious civil offense to ap- 
pear in public intoxicated. I would 
lock up every drunken driver for thirty 
days to a year or more according to 
the seriousness of his offense. No 
such beverages would be sold except 
on permit, and none would be sold in 
lots of less than a sealed bottle outside 
of hotels and restaurants with meals. 

We have tried for over ten years to 
bend the people to a law. If the re- 
sult has been satisfactory, I have been 
with and seen only very lawless people. 
It seems that the time has come to 
consider bending the law to meet the 
natural desires and inclination of the 
citizens. Nothing else will terminate 
this horrible period of lawlessness and 
youthful debauchery that all of us who 
have children fear so greatly. Nature 
will assert herself with or without our 
legislative assistance sooner or later, 
and it is better to have a wise and 
just law enforced than to have a severe 
and unreasonable law constantly 
broken and held up to ridicule. 

If there is a better solution, I hope 
you will start to write this column 
next week and tell the readers what it 
is. It is easy to say human beings 
should not be governed by their appe- 
tites, but all of us who have observed 
a cycle or two of civilization roll by 
know that this is always a tender spot 
with all of our fellows. 

— and so, Mr. President, and gentle- 
men of Congress, I ask that reason 
and human sympathy be invoked to 
revise and rededicate a law that threat- 
■ens the heart of our country.

in August, but since the property was 
assessed as unseated in 1921, the last 
previous assessment year, no attempt 
was made by the county to collect the 
1922 tax bill for which, of course, was 
never presented. The new owner paid 
the school and borough tax presented 
by the local tax agent, but knew noth- 
ing of the small tax of $2.10 due the 
county. It was not until the fall of 
1924 that the owner was called upon 
by a gruff tax agent, who presented a 
bill for unpaid county taxes. The 
agent levied upon a rug and sofa at 
that time — the bill was promptly paid. 
This was the owner's introduction to 
county taxes and he believed that the 
payment of this bill squared accounts, 
but actually it covered only 192,3, leav- 
ing 1922 taxes unpaid. 

A change in the law effective in 1924 
required local tax agents to present 
bills for county taxes with those for 
school and borough taxes. This was 
a step in the right direction, but it did 
not correct past injustices, which are 
now bearing fruit. What more humil- 
iating and shocking experience could 
anyone be expected to bear than that 
which literally dozens of property own- 
ers have had forced upon them in the 
last few months? Let us follow the 
story to its black conclusion. 

In 1927 an addition costing $5000 
was added to this Narberth property, 
but this property now worth $15,000 
had been sold by the county treasurer 
on June 9, 1924, for the 1922 county 
lax amounting to $2.10. An Italian 
realtor had bought it in at the sale for 
$24. The owner, of course, knew noth- 
ing of this sale, no attempt having 
been made by the county to collect the 
tax and no notice having been given 
of the impending sale. In August, 
1925, the sale is reported to have been 
recognized in Court, but the prothono- 
tary's minutes of that day are missing. 
The county treasurer in November, 
1927, issued a deed to the tax pur- 
chaser. All of this "back stage" work 
took place without any county official 
raising a hand to help the owner who 
was completely unaware of all this. 
By November, 1928, any opportunity to 
redeem the property had been for- 
feited. In January of this year a 
shabby individual called upon the occu- 
pant of the property (no longer the 
owner with clear title) and exposed 
the situation, demanding $7500 for title 
settlement. It is the policy of the tax 
purchaser to demand from one-third 
to one-half of the present value of the 
property and get it. 

These human leeches, devoid of a 
moral code, prefer to live upon the 
good citizen who through years of con- 
scientious effort has built his modest 
home, but who now, through some un- 
fortunate circumstances not of his own 
making, finds his property in jeopardy 
and himself either in danger of losing 
it or borrowing heavily upon it in

Evik of Tax Laws Exposed

sell, at PUBLIC AUCTION, all 
properties within three years of the 
return of the county tax as unpaid. 

In the case of unseated (undevel- 
oped) property no attempt to collect 
the tax is made and no notice is given 
the owner that his property is to go 
to the "auction block." Notice of the 
impending sale need only be printed 
in three county papers (naturally, ob- 
scure ones which few citizens read). 
There is slight chance then that the 
owner will become aware of this pro- 
cedure until the tax purchaser de- 
mands his "BLOOD MONEY." A 
property developed between assess- 
ment years is put over the same hur- 
dles as an unseated property. 

The injustice of the whole situation 
extends much further. In this county 
properties are assessed every three 
years, 1918-1921-1924, etc. Now to 
demonstrate how property rights are 
violated by the present laws govern- 
ing property taxes, the case of a Nar- 
berth resident, typical of many others, 
will be described: 

An undeveloped lot was bought in 
May, 1922, for $2000. A house costing 
$8000 was erected on this lot between 
June and November of the same year. 
Tax bills, as you know, are presented 



order to again establish a clear title, 

The present situation is alarming to 
those of us who are caught in its 
mesh, but if its rottenness will arouse 
the electrorate to correct our faulty 
tax laws then much good will come 
out of it. 

Is it asking too much of our county 
government to require the proper 
county official to give each succeeding 
owner of a property, upon registering 
the deed, a certificate that will once 
and for all insure him against any tax 
irregularities of the past, presenting 
at that time a bill for all unpaid taxes? 
Has not a property owner in arrears 
on taxes (especially one living on the 
property) the right to receive one or 
more formal notices of impending sale 
at least thirty days in advance of the 
date set for sale? Why should we be 
driven to independent agencies (Title 
Companies) and pay them a handsome 
fee in order to obtain protection, which 
should be one of the first duties of our 
government? 

We must look to the State and 
county governments for the necessary 
changes in and the proper administra- 
tion of our tax laws. They must be 
made to feel the weight of opinion of 
an outraged public. If our County 
Commissioners will not act in our be- 
half we must conclude that they are 
unsympathetic toward the public good 
and are willing to allow this legalized 
violation of property rights to continue 
— remember this at the next election. 

If our tax laws now prevent a repe- 
tition of the case cited above, well and 
good; if not, what about it, Commis- 
sioners of Montgomery County? We 
look to you for an answer.
